Section 5 of th e bill appropriates

th e remaining expense, if any th ere 
be, of th e Sixty-eigh th general as­ 
sembly.” 
Section 6 provides for submitting 
to a vote at th e next general election 
th e question of th e appropriation of 
$2,000,000 for a centennial memorial, 
and provides th at, if a majority of 
th e votes be in favor of such appro­ 
priation, th e Governor sh all appoint 
a “centennial memorial commission* 
of five members, not more th an th ree 
of wh om sh all be of th e same politi­ 
cal party. 
Th e commission to be so 
appointed is auth orized and directed, 
with th e advice and consent of th e 
Governor, to purch ase ground 
and 
erect a state building, Hie cost not 
exceeding $2,000,000, for wh ich pur­ 
pose said commissioners are auth or­ 
ized to contract for plans, specifica­ 
tions, land, labor, clerk h ire and ma­ 
terial. 
As part of such celebration 
th e commission, with th e advice and 
consent of th e Governor, is auth oriz­ 
ed to h ave such public celebration of

Regardless of the place of resi­ 
dence of the beneficiaries, an estate 
held in trust is taxable in the county 
and township in which tlie testator 
lived at the time of his death, A t­ 
torney General Honan holds in an 
opinion given the state board of tax 
commissioners. 
The question arose 
in connection with the assessment of 
the estate of the late William C. 
Smith of Williamsport, W arren coun­ 
ty. 
Smith, by his will, bequeathed 
to his executor $110,000, to be held 
in trust by him for four nephews and 
one niece. 
The nephews and niece 
are to receive the proceeds from the 
money in trust. 
Eddie Stevenson 
and two grandnephews are also to 
receive the proceeds from smaller 
sums. 
Some 
of 
the 
beneficiaries 
live in Illinois, 
others in 
W arren 
county, Indiana, and still others in 
Lafayette, Indiana. 
“If Smith’s place of residence at 
the time of his death was not in a 
town or city, then the property is 
subject only to the township tax at 
the place of his death and, of course, 
subject to state and county taxes,” 
said the attorney general. 
“On the 
other hand, if he were a resident of a 
town or city it is also subject to a 
tax bv such town or eitv."
